THIRD FIERCE ASSAULT 


Nazis Again Fail to Crack 
Allied Ring Around Bizerte 


Major Gains 
Are Made in 
Russ Attacks

MOSCOW, Dec. 5.—(BUP) 
—Strong Soviet offensives in 
the Stalingrad area and the 
Rzhev-Velikie Luki salient 
were reported today to have 
scored major gains, driving 
the Germans from strongly 
fortified points and freeing 
more towns from Nazi con- 
trol. 

Front reports said that the 
Russian advance in the Rzhev- 
Velikie Luki sector gwas carry- 
ing advance lines in the Smol- 
ensk area and that offensive ac- 
tion was broadening to include 
the Kalinin front northwest of 
Moscow. 

(The German high command 
again noted strong Soyiet attacks 
in the Kalinin vicinity). 

The push at Stalingrad was re- 


ported to have broken German 
lines in a new area southwest of 
the Volga city where Russian 


shock troops crossed the lower part 
of the Don river bend and estab- 
lished west bank positions at three 


important points, driving bridge- 
heads 10 miles beyond the river 
bank. 

In their new attack, shifting 


their spearheads westward, the 
Russians were driving along the 
railroad toward Rostov at the 
mouth of the Don, key to the Cau- 
casus, 240 miles southwest of 
Stalingrad. 


Their sudden move had put their

Summary 


North Africa: In north Tunisia 
today fierce battles momentarily 
shifting in favor of the Axis raged 
on the outer rim of the Tunis- 
Bizerte zone. 

In England, Prime Minister 
Churchill said the struggle for the 
French North African colony was 
approaching its tensest phase and 
warned of “very hard fighting” 
ahead before the Allies could 
cross the fnial 20 miles to drive 


the enemy from Bizerte and 
Tunis. 
A Reuters news agency dis- 


patch, from North Africa said it 
“seemed clear” that the Germans, 
in a surprise show of strength, 
had driven back elements of Lt.- 
Gen. Kenneth Anderson's Ist 
Army and retaken the key towns 
of Tebourba and Mateur.

“These are simple virtues which 
our island race has cultured and 
nurtured during these genera- 
tions,” he added, “and these are 
the virtues which will bear us 
through strife and in which we 
must put our faith.”

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Enlarge the Port 


Edmonton's airport is getting too 
small, Longer runways are needed, will be 
urgently needed before many months have 
passed; and they must be built to stand 
heavier traffic. 

It takes a solid block of concrete to 
Stand the strain when a 50,000 pound air- 
plane sits down on it, however gently, and 
a long runway is needed by such ships 
both in landing and taking off. But planes 
are being built now weighing when loaded 
100,000 pounds, These need landing strips 
about a mile and a half long; and such 
planes will be coming this way as air traf- 
fic to the north and to Russia develops. 

The Chamber of Commerce has done 
well to urge the City Council to adopt a 
forward-looking policy and plan to keep 
the airport facilities ahead of the demand 
instead of only abreast of them, ‘That 

Should be the steady aim, else full advan- 
tage cannot be taken of the opportunity to 
make Edmonton one of the main centres of 
air traffic on the continent, which its loca- 
tion entitles it to become. 

It is suggested that building be pro- 
hibited in areas which will have to be 
taken into the airport, and that plans be 
prepared for enlarging the field at once in 
the light of foreseeable requirements, Both 
Suggestions are good. Nothing should be 
allowed to bar the way to extension of the 
port, and the extension should be made 
well in advance of actual current needs. 
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The Threatening Jaws 


The Allied advance in North Africa, 
from both directions, has slowed down, 
because of the resistance encountered. 

At El Agheila, Rommel is said to have 
collected about 60,000 men, with 200 tanks 
of sorts. The Eighth army now has to 
overcome the difficulties of a long com- 
munication line that hampered the enemy 
at Alamein; which explains the lull there 
during the last ten days. 

In Tunisia the Axis forces are estimat- 
ed to number 30,000, with reinforcements 
being poured in steadily by transport plane 
if Berlin is to be believed. These have 
been chopped into three groups by Allied 
drives between Bizerte and Tunis and be- 
tween Gabes and Sfax, 

In both battle areas heavy fighting is 
expected, the Allies forcing the pace. 
The initiative rests with them, and they 
are not likely to delay while air-borne re- 
inforcements are ferried in to the enemy 
forces. Preponderance of men and equip- 
ment is on the side of the Allies, and the 
question is how long the Axis groups can 
hold out. 

On the part of the enemy, the fighting 
in North Africa is.a delaying action. The 
dream of invading Egypt and sweeping 
north to meet Nazi forces crashing down 
through the Caucasus has faded away. The 
object now has to be to hold the Allies to 
the southern side of the Mediterranean 
while frantic preparations are made to 
build up defences along the north shore 
from Spain to Turkey. 

Though the numbers are smaller, the 
fighting in Africa may be as fierce as that 
in Russia. Hitler has as strong incentive 
to stop the advance from one side as from 
the other, and will sacrifice men and 
machines with the same callous disregard 
to every other consideration, His position 
is now like that of a cornered animal, for 
the jaws of a gigantic pincers—one jaw in 
Africa and the other in Russia—are start- 
ing to close upon him. 
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Direct Action 


Mr. Ilsley’s announcement that direct 
action is to be taken to reduce the cost of 
living is good news for Canadian consum- 
ers—which means Canadians everywhere 
and of all classes. 

The reduction is not to be made at the 
expense of producers, It is to be effected 
by cutting down tariffs and taxation, and 
by paying subsidies where necessary to 
maintain Canadian producer-income. The 
machinery of the Price and Trade Board 
will be used to see that the benefit goes 
to the actual consumer-buyer and is not 
“absorbed” by any intervening interest. 

Of the four commodities mentioned by 
the Minister as examples, three are im- 
ported: tea, coffee and oranges. The prices 
of these things at points of origin are be- 
yond Canadian control, as is the cost of 
transporting them to the Dominion, That 
makes the laid-down prices here some- 
thing over which Canadian authorities 
have no regulating power. Either the 
Canadian consumer must pay these prices, 
plus handler’s charges, or do without the 
goods. 

Mr, llsley’s plan is that the Govern- 
ment shall pay part of consumer prices 
where necessary, by foregoing tariff or tax 
revenue or b\ thus lessen- 
ing the amount the consumer will have to 
pay. The cost to the treasury, in lost rey- 
enue and direct bonus-payment, may run 
to $40,000,000 on the range of goods to be 
dealt with. That is a large sum, but a 
trifle only to pay for keeping the cost of 
living down to or somewhere near the 
basic level at which price-contro] was es- 
tablished, 

As a further step toward the same end, 
the spread between producer and con- 
sumer prices for beef will be cut down 
where this is found to make the consumer 
price unduly high,

| In such implication I believe she 
means more definitely a “study” of 
}art and music rather than an in- 
troduction to them, The vital in- 
fluence which molds a child whose 
parents are interested personally 
in music and art and are affiliated 
with a church is present from birth. 
It is not an artificial but a natural 
one, 

Perhaps our conception of there 
being a right or wrong time to be- 
gin the study of music or art arises 
from the commonplace difficulties 
}of the parent who has the too 
|} young, uninterested child given 
music or art lessons. Unless the 
child is unusually gifted in either 
field the boredom and the work 
necessary to keep up with a teach- 
| es demands may sour him on the 
subject. 
| But this isn't the same as awak- 
ening an appreciation for art or 
music. To the child who has had 
some musical instrument used in 
the home, whose parents are in- 
veterate radio listeners or con-

| ness. To the individual who never

WENDELL WILLKIE APPEALS 
IN AID-TO-RUSSIA CA MPAIGN 


At a great rally at Toronto on 
November 25th, Wendell Willkie 
made a fervent appeal in support 
of the Aid-to-Russia camparsn. 
Some highlights of his address 
follow: 


“The people of the world must 
win this war. The people of the 
world must win the peace. And so 
I come to you tonight, not to plead 
for help for Mr. Stalin, or help for 
the Union of Socialist Soviet Re- 
publics. To ask you, as men and 
women, to give aid to the men and 
women of Russia. 


“We are here to honor and to 
help a brave people who are our 
Allies. For however much men 
may disagree with Russia's polit- 
ical economy, all men must recog- 
nize the superb fight her people 
have made in defence of their 
homeland, 


“Five million Russians have 
been killed, wounded, or are miss- 
ing. The great fertile farm lands 
of southwestern Russia are largely 
in Nazi hands. Their products are 
now feeding the enemy and their 
men and women are forced to be 
his slaves. Thousands of Russia's 
villages have been destroyed and 
their people are homeless, Her 
transportation system = is over- 
loaded; her factories, producing to 
the very limit, require the full out- 
put of her remaining oil fields and 
coal mines, 


“Food in Russia this winter will 
he scarce... perhaps worse than 
scarce. Fuel will be littl known 
this winter in Kussian homes, Even

when T was in Moscow, women 
and children were gathering wood 
from 50 miles around to make a 
little warmth against the coming 
cold, Clothing, except for the army 
and essential war workers, is 
nearly gone, Many vital medical 
supplies just don’t exist. Russian 
women by the millions, side by side 
with their children, some of them 
as young as 8 or 10, are manning 
war machines and running farms. 
Every able-bodied man is in the 
army or giving the maximum 
hours of hard work in war fac- 
tories, 


“Such is Russia today, with the 
bitter long winter just ahead. We 
can help by sending food there this 


winter to fill shrinking stomachs.. 


We can help by sending medical 
supplies to ease pain and suffering.

“The Russian people are turn- 
ing, turning prayerfully, to the 
democracies of the west for hope 
and aid, We must not fail them. 
For just as the African Front is 
Russia's front, so Stalingrad and 
Moscow are our fronts, And the 
Russian people behind those fronts, 
who are our Allies today, must be 
our friends tomorrow. 


“It is with them that we must 
work to make this war what their 
leader has called it: ‘A great war 
of liberation’!”

BUT They’re Not Whimpering! 


Great personal courage always has moved the world to admiration. . . Horatius at the Bridge, Ther- 
mopylae, The Jarvis Bay. And the heroic stand of the Russians through one winter, a hard-pressed sum- 
mer and, now, another winter. 

In Russia the women don't cringe and shrink .. .they go out to the trenches and frontiers to fight with 
the living and care for the dying. 

In Russia the children don’t whimper. They evade capture with the instinct of nature and take up the 
cudgels of defence alongside seasoned warriors. 

That’s the stuff Russians are made of. And that’s the stuff that we are proud to boast that we have on 
our side... the stuff that saved the Allied cause when we weren’t ready... that called a blessed moratorium.
